"The announcement also provides 
that until the United States em 
bareo is lifted, or until April 1, 1983, 
Whichever is the earlier, the support 
price is to be $23 per 100 pounds 
basis steers at Toronto, With 
the proviso that if the embargo con, 
tinuies after April 1, 1953, that the 
support price will be raised to $25 
per 100 pounds,

A new operation for ulcers doesn’t |

The operation removes 75 per cent

It takes away most of the upper 
part of the stomach, which is the 
part that produces the acid that 
causes ulcers.

Weed Screening Regulations 

Following is a synopsis of the new 
“Noxious Weed Regulations” and 
shall apply to any movement of 
screenings Within the province ex- 
cept: (a) Those screenings moved 
in railway boxears while therein 
confined, and (b) The movement 
of screenings by a person over land 
owned or leased by such person. 

1. No person shall transport or 
move screenings Within the prov- 
ince until he has first obtained a 
permit in writing. 

2, Any person wishing to trans- 
port or move screenings within the 
province may apply to: 

(a) In the case of a municipal 
district to the field supervisor 
or the weed inspector appoint- 
ed for the area in which the 
screenings are to be moved, 
In the case of an Improve. 
ment District to the weed in- 


(b) 


spector for the area or to they 


field crops commissioner or 
his representative for a per- 
mit in writing. 

3. The Field Crops Commissioner 
or any weed inspector or representa. 
tive of the Field Crops Branch to 
whom application for a permit is 
made, may issue a permit in writ- 
ing in form A of the schedule 
authorizing the applicant to move 
or transport screenings in accord. 
ance with the terms of the permit 
if the person to whom application 
is made is satisfied that the screen- 
ings will be confined during tran- 
sit in tightly closed containers of a 
type Which will not permit the es- 
cape of any of the screenings. 

Any permit issued pursuant 
to these regulations may be can- 
celled without notice by the issuer | 
if he finds that there has been an 
infringement of the Noxious Weeds 
Act or these regulations. 

5. Any person who contemplates 
feeding of weed screenings to live. | 
stock is also required to first obtain | 
a permit in writing either from his | 
local weed inspector or from the 
Field Crops Branch. 

These regulations may seem, 
rather unnecessary to some but they | 
are designed to prevent the scatter- 
ing of weed seeds and everyone 
handling them should plan to abide 
by the regulations.
